CIVICS asd HEALTH. |

Education slong the lines of hy-
giene is the basis for the crusade
against the unsanitary conditions of
the community today. Dr. Emerson,
of the department of health of New
York City, says: “Education i§ more
powerful than the police [force*
and education like charity, begins at
home.

Today the teaching of hygiens is
compulsory, and it !5 the only study
in the grammar school ecurriculum
for the neglect of which a teacher
may be removed from oifice and
fined. It = the sabject most vital
to the child. the home, to industry,
to =ocial welfare, and to education it-
sell.

Because the problems of health
have to do principully with environ-
ment- - home, streot, school bhusjipess

we see the importance of relating
hygiene instruction (o industry and
government, and to preach  health
from the standpoint of national ef-
ficleney

We limd, however, thera's many a
elip “twist the making of laws, or
etling of standarus and (heir en-
forcement. “Fallure to enforcs hoalth
laws Is Wwore serlous menace o
heplth than drunkenness or 1obacco
cancer.”

Instinet was the first henlth officer

and maide the frst health laws by
wuarning man, through the sepses,
against  offensive odors and sighls.

Today we have organized board of
health, and the law makers of our
land pass laws regarding  health,
food, the standards of living and the
control of menaces

ber of things listed as nuisances by
the day reach into the hundreds.
